St. Paul, June 25.— »even railroads 
operating in Minnesota subscribed to 
an agreement with the state railroad 
and warehouse commission to estab­ 
lish f ie state rates declared valid by 
the United States supreme court on 
Ju ly 10 and to pay without question 
a ll rebates for excess charges during 
the period of litigation of the rate 
case. 
An opinion 
by 
Attorney General 
Lyndon A. Sm ith was read, holding 
that the law of 1909, insofar as it pro­ 
vided that the railroads must pay to 
the state commission the total of the 
excess charges under the commodity 
classification to be distributed by that 
board, is unconstitutional. 
As n result of this decision the rail­ 
roads, in 
an agreement 
signed 
by 
their representatives, stipulated they 
would pay promptly all Just claim s 
made directly to them and the com­ 
mission reserved the right to present 
claims for shippers and see to their 
settlement. 
The 
signing of 
the “ peace 
pact” 
came after a debate of more than 
three hours, participated in by some 
of the leading railroad men of the 
country. 
Two presidents were pres­ 
ent— Carl R. G ray of the Great North­ 
ern and Edm und Pennington of the 
Soo— and six vice presidents. The lat­ 
ter were E . S. Keeley, Chicago, M il­ 
waukee and St. Paul; W . S. M artin, 
Soo; W. G. Bierd, Minneapolis and S L 
L o u is; W . P. Kenny. Great Northern; 
C. G. Burnham, Burlington, and J. W . 
Blabon, Chicago Great Western. 
In addition there were present some 
of the leading attorneys in the W est 
and various traffic officials. 
Representing the state were Alonzo 
J. Edgerton, assistant attorney gen­ 
eral, who read Mr. Sm ith’s opinion in 
that official’s absence;

changes in the income tax plan of 
the Underwood tariff bill and altera­ 
tion of the adm inistrative features of 
the measure to overcome most of the 
objections raised by foreign govern­ 
ments were agreed upon in a tenta­ 
tive way by the Democratic members 
of the senate finance committee. 
The income tax, under the new 
plan, would apply to individual in ­ 
comes over $3,000, but would make

An additional exemption of $1,000 
wonld he allowed to married men or 
married women with dependent wives 
or husbands, not taxable under this 
law, and $500 jvould be added for 
each dependent child living with and 
dependent upon the taxable parent.

nothing, could be avoided and some 
tangible results reached. 
I am moved to make this assertion 
after watching the committee inves­ 
tigating the lobby in Washington. 
It 
w ill take days and weeks to digest 
the vast amount of irrelevant testi­ 
mony which has been submitted. 
The 
lawyers on the committee know that 
they are going far outside of the do­ 
main which would tie permitted in a 
court of law and yet they w ill defy all 
legal restraints in asking all kinds of 
questions of every witness. 


“Dry Hauls” tha Results. 


As a consequence “ dry hauls’* are 
the 
result. 
From 
actual 
lobbyists, 
those who make a business of influenc­ 
ing legislation, the present committee 
has gone into the domain of newspa­ 
per Influence, public opinion as exert­ 
ed through the press and the periodi­ 
cals.

FOUR MEN KILLED 
IN MILL EXPLGSION 


RESULTS ON THE DIAMOND 


Several of Sixty Others Injured 


Will Probably Die. 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 25.— Four men 
are known to be dead, sixty were in­ 
jured. some mortally, and four are 
unaccounted for as the result of an 
explosion in the elevator and grain 
storehouse 
of 
the 
liusted 
Milling 
company. 
Fire followed the explo­ 
sion and destroyed the wooden sec­ 
tion of the elevator. 
Sixty were taken to hospitals, some 
in a serious condition, from burns and 
broken legs and arms. That many of 
the injured cannot survive and that 
the ultimate dead may reach fifteen 
is an estimate reached by a canvass 
of the hospitals. 
The explosion was caused by the 
puffing of dust accumulations in the 
feed house and was of frightful force, 
tearing out one wall of the wooden 
structure and breaking windows for a 
quarter of a mile around. 
The 
elevator 
company 
employed 
150 men and, according to Vice Presi­ 
dent Husted of the company, all have 
been accounted for except four. 
Em ployes 
who 
escaped 
declared, 
however, that many of their fellow 
workmen were cut off by the flainea 
and perished. 
Officials of the company estimated 
their loss at $500,000, covered by in­ 
surance.

St. Paul, June SIV— Seven railroads 
operating in Minnesota subscribed to 
an agreement with the state railroad

the City of Brainerd and a high pow­ 
er electric line connecting Brainerd 
with Ironton, Crosby, Cuyuna, Deer- 
wood and Oreland and other towns on 
the North Cuyuna iron range, and 
Barrows on the south range, were 
filed with the secretary of state at 
St. Paul today by R. M. Hughes, of 
the Alworth building, counsel for the 
company. 
The articles of Incorporation are 
broad, empowering the company to 
build and operate a street railway in 
Brainerd and an electric line linking 
Brainerd with practically all of the 
towns and townsltes on the Cuyuna 
range, including Aitkin, in Aitkin 
county. 
The compahy is also empow­ 
ered to build lines throughout Min­ 
nesota, radiating from Brainerd. 
It 
may acquire townsltes. city proper­ 
ty. lands for amusement parks, wat­ 
er powers and electric plants. 
The company 
is capitalized 
at 
1250,000, with a debt limitation of 
the same amount. 
The incorporators 
are Joseph Ferrier, of Duluth, rail­ 
road contractor and bridge builder; 
George Reid, a newspaper man of 
wide experience, who brought out the 
recent special number of the Duluth 
Herald, the best advertising Duluth 
and Northern Minnesota have ever 
had; Col. Wm. F. Henry, 
business 
manager of the the Duluth Herald for 
the last twenty years, and John H. 
Hill, of Ironton, original owner of 


two-thirds of that townsite and of 
the rich ore body which underlies It. 
It is understood that heavy Duluth 
capital is Interested with these gen­ 
tlemen. 
George Reid, the promoter of the 
company, who was seen at the New 
St. Louin hotel this morning, said; 
“It Is our Intention, lf we acquire 
the franchise for 
a street 
railroad 
from the city of Brainerd, to build 
the road in Brainerd first and to ex­ 
tend it to other towns on the Cuyuna 
range as rapidly as it may be deemed 
advisable.

Her grandfather was a surgeon 
in the British army who was with the 
Duke of Wellington in the Spanish 
wars against Napoleon, was also with 
the allied armies in 1815 and was at 
the battle of Waterloo under Wel­ 
lington, as also was his son, Sergeant 
James Granger, who was a member 
of the Inneskilleen Dragoon Guards, 
and was one of the few men who sur­ 
vived the famous charge of the old 
guard of Napoleon.

TEACHER S EXAMINATIONS
